from one migrant category to another. Thus* the longer 
a migrant child receives mathematics tlrtoring in the 
prograni* the more competent the child will be in 
(pathematics. 

The data presented also shows that the New Paltz ^ 
Tutorial^ Program's method of diagnosing instructing 
and evaluating mathematics skills effectively serves 
the acac^emic needs of migrant'children^ ' .
